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Case is

An application by their barrister, Steven 
Evans that there were too many inconsisten¬ 
cies in the evidence of Mr Livingstone was 
accepted by the panel and the case was 
dismissed. 

Home Secretary Theresa May has called for 
police tribunals to be heard in public.

Forget Roger Federer, 
Andy Murray and Serena 
Williams.

His name is Rufus, and 
he is a woodland hawk 
who hails from Corby. 
Without him, the world’s 
most famous tennis 
tournament would prob¬ 
ably be overrun with 
pigeons every year. 

Well, maybe not as bad 
as that. But it would cer¬ 
tainly cause a few 
unwanted delays in play 
if allowed to strut around. 

To stop this from hap¬ 
pening is the responsi¬ 
bility of six-year-old 
Rufus.

am retiring in a safer county’ 


Reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER speaks to the out¬ 
going Chief Constable of Northamptonshire 
Police, who is looking forward to having a rest 



“It will be strange waking up 
on Monday morning and not 
having to read my emails,” 
admits Adrian Lee, the out¬ 
going Chief Constable of 
Northants Police. 

“But it is time to have a rest 
and hand my role over to 
someone else.” 

After 30 years of police ser¬ 
vice, Mr Lee is waving good¬ 
bye to six-years of serving 
Northamptonshire. But he 
admits it won’t be easy. 

“It has been such a great 
privilege to serve this coun¬ 
ty,” he said. “I will miss the 
people, the friendships and 
the camaraderie. I will miss 
the sense of satisfaction 
when we get it right - waking 
up and hearing how we saved 
somebody’s life yesterday. 

“I have been so proud to be 
the leader of this organisa¬ 
tion. It is made up of people 
who make such a positive 
impact on other people’s 
lives. 

“Even after I leave, I will 
always be interested in what 
Northants Police is doing. 
But I will need to stay out of 


the way of the new Chief 
Constable!” 

The day Mr Lee calls time 
on his career is Friday, luly 
17, when he officially hands 
his role over to the outgoing 
Deputy Chief Constable of 
Leicestershire Police, Simon 
Edens. 

Mr Lee says he is confident 
the change of hands spells a 
good future for a force that is 
‘stronger than ever’. 

“Simon has served as 
Deputy Chief Constable for 
five years now, but he has 
also served in five different 
forces, so he has bags of 
experience to bring to the 
table,” he said. 

“What Simon will be taking 
over is a force which I think is 
much better led, with some 
really good people in place, 
and a force that is in a strong 
financial position because 
we have invested carefully in 
transformation and we have 
a balanced budget for the 
next four years. 

“And of course, Simon will 
bring his own flavour of 
change which the force will 


welcome.” 

Mr Lee’s road to becoming 
a Chief Constable started in 
1985, when he joined Greater 
Manchester Police as a grad¬ 
uate officer. 

He went on to join 
Staffordshire Police as 
Assistant Chief Constable in 
December 2003, before being 
appointed as Deputy Chief 
Constable of the same force 
in December 2006. 

And in October 2009, Mr 
Lee reached the top of his 
career ladder when he took 
up his current post as Chief 
Constable of Northants. 

Looking back at the chang¬ 
es he has seen in this county, 
he said: “Northants is a safer 
place to be now. 

“Over the last four years, we 
have had significant reduc¬ 
tions in crime. Last year we 
saw a rise, but that was 
caused by the changes in 
crime recording standards. 

“Prior to last year though, 
in 2013, we saw the biggest 
reduction in all crime of any 
force in the country. 

“So I’m really pleased that 


crime is coming down, but 
there is still lots more to do.” 

When Mr Lee retires, he 
will leave wishing he could 
have done one more thing - 
bring down violent crime. 

“I have said for many years 
now that there is too much 
violence in 

Northamptonshire for a 
county of our nature,” he 
said. 

“I think we are too tolerant 
of violent crime. We need to 
be more robust in challeng¬ 
ing those who behave vio¬ 
lently here, because it can’t 


be right for a county like ours 
- which is such a pleasure to 
live in - to have these num¬ 
bers of violence.” 

But despite this, Mr Lee 
says he will leave feeling 
‘privileged’ to have taken on 
this role, and will look for¬ 
ward to a gap year with his 
wife, who also retires from 
her 39-year stint in the health 
service. 

And as for his plans beyond 
the gap year, he said: “Maybe 
looking for more work! But 
we will decide that when the 
times comes.”

NGH battles on 
in 33c heatwave

Northants basked in the 
hottest day of the year last 
week - when tempera¬ 
tures soared highter than 
holiday hotspots in Spain, 
Italy and Greece. 

The week-long heatwave, 
in which the mercury rose 
to 33C on Wednesday, 
prompted hundreds of 
people to take to the parks 
to lap up the glorious sun¬ 
shine. 

But the sweltering heat 


was almost too much to 
cope with at Northampton 
General Hospital, which 
doesn’t have air condition¬ 
ing in many of its wards. 

In one of the wards which 
is fitted with air condition¬ 
ing - the Allebone Ward - 
it broke down, leaving 
patients overheating. 

One NGH worker, who 
wished to remain anonym- 
mous, said: “We have this 
year in, year out. It is unac¬ 
ceptable. The nurses are 
suffering too. They are 
going home with leg 


cramps and nausea. They 
are arriving at the bedside 
dripping with sweat which 
is not a nice way to present 
yourself to a patient. 

“The male patients are 
stripping down to their 
underwear but the women 
can’t do that. We are get¬ 
ting complaints from the 
patients and visitors.” 

A NGH spokeswoman 
admitted patients found 
the heat ‘uncomfortable’, 
but said portable air con 
units had been brought in.

Town falls silent to remember 7/7 attacks 


Northampton joined Britain 
on Tuesday morning in 
marking the 10th anniversa¬ 
ry of the London 7/7 bomb¬ 
ings - the worst ever terror¬ 
ist attack on UK soil. 

The country fell silent at 
11.30am in memory of the 
52 people killed when four 
bombs went off in London a 
decade ago. 

More than 700 people 
were injured in the attacks, 


which struck three London 
Underground trains and a 
double-decker bus during 
the morning rush hour. 

Northampton Borough 
Council held a one minute’s 
silence at the Guildhall 
courtyard, which was 
attended by the Mayor, Cllr 
Penelope Flavell, council 
workers and police officers. 

Among the 52 people who 
were killed in the attacks 


was Jonathan Downey, who 
grew up in Corby. 

He worked in the payroll 
department at Corby 
Borough Council before 
moving to a similar job at 
Kensington and Chelsea 
Council in 2001. The 
Downeys moved to Milton 
Keynes in 2003 to be closer 
to London. 

Mr Downey, 34, was killed 
in the Edgware Road blast.

A director at a 
Northampton haulage 
firm has said the 
Prime Minister, David 
Cameron should see for 
himself the problem 
their drivers face at 
Calais every day trying 
to stop illegal immi¬ 
grants getting into the 
UK. 

Sarah Boyson, a direc¬ 
tor at E M Rogers - based 
at Oakleaf Court, Ryehill 
Close in Northampton, 
believes the UK govern¬ 
ment needs to do more 
as it is a British problem, 
with a constant stream 
of immigrants trying to 
get across the Channel 


and into England. 

The family-run busi¬ 
ness sends at least 100 
lorries across to the con¬ 
tinent every week, with 
the majority of them 
having to go thorough 
Calais. 

This is the main port 
where illegal immi¬ 
grants, who have made 
their way into France, 
try and escape by getting 
into the backs of lorries 
and making their way to 
the UK. It is believed the 
number of immigrants 
at the French port has 
risen to 3,000 since April. 

Ms Boyson said: “The 
Prime Minister or some¬ 
one from the 
Department of 

Transport need to take a 
look at this themselves. 


“They need to see what 
it is like, they need to see 
it and get a first hand 
experience of the situa¬ 
tion. It would be eye¬ 
opening for them. 

“There are thousands 
of immigrants there. A 
lorry driver is a sitting 
duck as they are trying 
to get in their cab, the 
cab in front of them and 
the one behind. We take 
our drivers safety very 
seriously and make sure 
they stop in safe parking 
areas. 

“Our drivers are expe¬ 
rienced guys, they are 
good at their jobs but 
they do not deserve this. 

“All they want to do is 
their job and get home 
safely to see their fami¬ 
lies.”

At one point, the queue to 
the tills - which were staffed 
by around 10 people - 
stretched to a line of 60 shop¬ 
pers. 

The summer sale - expected 
to last three weeks - is being 
carried out by Matalan 
nationwide, with all stores 
offering up to 60 per cent off 
most items.

Michell was 
jailed for 21 months at St 
Albans Crown Court after 
pleading guilty to causing 
death by dangerous driving.

Fan faints at 
cricket game

A Northants Cricket fan was 
rushed to hospital last Sunday 
night after fainting during his 
team’s T20 match in Derbyshire. 

Kyle Andrews, 20, was watching 
the Steelbacks take on the 
Derbsyhire Falcons at the County 
Ground when, midway through 
the game, he collapsed. 

The Milton Keynes man had 
been celebrating his team taking 
a wicket from the home side in 
the second innings - bringing the 
score to 50-1 - when he suddenly 
fell to the floor. 

Nearby supporters then rushed 
to his aid, before he was eventu¬ 
ally put into an ambulance and 
rushed to Chesterfield Royal 
Hospital. 

Describing the dramatic turn of 
events, Kyle said: “Having not 
been conscious, I have no memo¬ 
ry of it. But I was told I passed out 
quite sharply and hit my head 
against the ground, which 
knocked me out cold. 

“Thankfully, a few spectators 
were on hand to alert St John’s 
Ambulance and call for an ambu¬ 
lance.

“I went out cold at around 
5.30pm I believe, and didn’t come 
around until ten minutes or so 
before the end of the game, when 
I was in the ambulance. I assumed 
I’d been in there for only a matter 
of moments and argued quite 
strongly that I should be allowed 
to go back and watch the game, 
despite feeling horrendous!” 

When Kyle was eventually taken 
to hospital to be treated, his team 
roared on to a dramatic win by 
three runs. 

He was released later that night, 
and is now recovering at home. 

It is unknown what caused Kyle 
to faint, but he said it is part of a 
‘long-running issue’, and that he 
has been fainting a lot. However, 
baffled doctors don’t know what 
is the cause.

The road towards making 
schools in the county among 
the best and highest per¬ 
forming in the country by 
2020 began at Kettering 
Conference Centre on 
Tuesday. 

This was when almost 100 
schools announced what 
they were going to do with 
the money they have applied 
for and been given by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

In February, the county 
council announced a five- 
year-plan called Race To The 
Top, a strategy aimed to at 
raising educational stand¬ 
ards and job prospects for 
young people in the county. 

Schools were invited to bid 
for a share of £lm for pro¬ 
jects to improve perfor¬ 
mance. 

The projects will encom¬ 
pass work across almost 100 
schools as well as partner 
and voluntary organisations 
and are set to start in 
September. 

The bids, from a wide vari¬ 
ety of schools, colleges and 
special schools in North¬ 
amptonshire, ranged in cost 
from £8,400 to £190,000. 

A school which is aiming 
for the stars, with the help of

an actual astronaut, is Upton 
Meadows Primary School 
in Northampton, which 
launched the Dare to be 
Great project. 

This £30,000 scheme will 
initially run for one year and 
is all about the power of 
reading. 

The aim is to get more 
pupils reading and to also 
spend time reading with 
their parents. 

The school will also be 
working with apprentices 
who will support teachers in 
lessons. 

It is hoped by getting the 
children reading more it will 


improve their vocabulary, 
their use of language and get 
them thinking of where they 
could work in the future. 

The Dare to be Great slogan 
came from NASA astronaut 
Clayton Anderson. 

The children have been 
conversing with him through 
blogs and as a result this has 
fired up their imaginations. 

Headteacher, Sue Gardner 
said: “We will use the key 
performance indicators to 
judge how this is working 
and like everyone else the 
University of Northampton 
will monitor our progress.

Messerschmitts set to 
fly into Wicksteed Park

Watch out for some unusual 
three-wheel classic micro¬ 
cars dating back to the fifties 
and sixties driving around 
Kettering for four days 
between July 17 - 19. 

That’s when the UK 
Messerschmitt Owners Club 
stages its international rally 
at Wicksteed Park. 

The sight of these tiny icon¬ 
ic three-wheel “bubble cars” 
evokes nostalgic memories of 
the swinging sixties era, 
which saw the arrival of rock 
‘n’ roll, the first mini skirts 
and the chart-topping 
sounds of the Beatles. 

David Garner, chair of the 
UK Messerschmitt Owners 
Club said: “The facilities at 
Wicksteed Park are ideal and 
we have always received a 
warm welcome, developing a 
relationship that began more 
than 50 years ago when we 
held our rally for the first 
time at Kettering, way back 
in 1959. 

“This year we expect to wel¬ 
come a particularly strong 
contingent of fellow enthusi¬ 
asts from Germany and 
mainland Europe, who will 
be driving here in their 
Messerschmitts.” 

Three-wheel micro-cars, 
like the Messerschmitt which 
was designed by a German 


aeronautical engineer, were 
popular in post-war Britain 
during the 50s and 60s 
because of their fuel econo¬ 
my and price compared to 
the cost of full-size cars. 

They could be driven then 
on a motorcycle licence at 
the age of just 16, which 
made them sought-after by 
teenagers. 


Visitors to Wicksteed Park 
are welcome to look round all 
the visiting cars during the 
weekend. 

The best time for people to 
see them would be before 
10am and in the late after¬ 
noon/early evenings on 
Friday and Saturday, or at 
anytime on Sunday before 
the rally closes at 2pm.

Vauxhall Viva 

Take a look inside... 


Vauxhall revives an old favourite 
nameplate with the Viva, a citycar 
that’s now the brand’s entry level 
vehicle. 

The Vauxhall Viva is a city 
runabout that relies on sub¬ 
stance to make sales. Is this a 
risky strategy? Not really. When 
it comes to the smallest cars, 
the most practical models make 
the biggest numbers and this 
1.0-litre five-door hatch looks 
to have all the right objective 
figures sewn up. 

The Viva has been built around 
VauxhaH’s latest 1.0-litre three- 
cylinder petrol engine. In this 
guise, it makes 75PS worth of 
power, which is probably about 
adequate for a citycar. 

VauxhaH’s previous citycar 
offering, the Agila, was a model 
that never really got the credit 
it deserved, but the Viva looks 
set to do better. The styling is 
neat and assured, with none of 
the overtly cutesy flourishes that 
make certain small cars very 
gender specific. 

The interior looks well built 
and maturity is again a dominat¬ 
ing theme. There’s a signal lack 
of over-design, with a simple 
but classy two-dial instrument 
cluster, plenty of headroom, 
a chunky steering wheel and 


clearly legible minor controls. 

There’s only only a single 
five-door bodystyle and a single 
1.0-litre 75PS petrol engine on 
offer with drive via a manual 
gearbox. 

The Vauxhall Viva is clearly 
taking the softly-softly approach 
to sales. It’s relying on buyers 
to appreciate its common sense 
and its no nonsense approach 
to things. And it’s hoping they’ll 
value its maturity and quality 
over styling gimmicks and mar¬ 
keting stunts. Okay, so the Viva 
badge unashamedly plunders a 
bit of retro appeal, but Vauxhall 
needs this car to be noticed. 

Ultimately though, the basics 
just have to be right for a model 
in this segment. The nation’s 
best-selling citycar is the Hyun¬ 
dai i 10, a car that does all the 
important, sensible things really 
well. This Viva looks to have 
been designed to follow suit. 

Time will tell. The early signs 
look promising, Vauxhall having 
given this car every chance 
to succeed. A British badge 
with German heritage from an 
American company on a car 
that’s screwed together in Ko¬ 
rea? It just proves that even with 
tiny cars, manufacturers have to 
think big.

Hamilton rules Silverstone 
again after crucial pit stop

Lewis Hamilton hailed the best 
pit stop decision of his Formula 
One career as the reigning world 
champion won the British Grand 
Prix at Silverstone for a third 
time. 

The Brit delighted the 
Northamptonshire crowd with 
his success which came after a 
bold call to pit for intermediate 
rubber on lap 44 when wet condi¬ 
tions were looming. 

In an exciting race, Hamilton 
had lost the lead from pole at the 
start when both Williams drivers, 
Felipe Massa and Valterri Bottas, 
came storming past him and 
Mercedes team-mate Nico 
Rosberg, who had started second. 

Hamilton managed to get past 
Bottas but he slipped behind him 
again after an unsuccessful move 
on leader Massa following a safety 
car resumption. 

He then regained the lead after 
the first pit stops and his later 


switch to intermediate tyres 
before his rivals was crucial. 

“The race obviously got off to a 
bad start but the guys did a great 
job with the first stop to turn it 
around,” said Hamilton. 

“Then, when the rain came, it 
was really tough out there in a dif¬ 
ferent way. 

“As the one in front it was so 
hard to judge where to push and 
my front tyres went so cold. 

“I think that’s the best pit call 
I’ve ever made to come in at that 
time. 

“From there it was just bringing 
it home. I have to admit, as I came 
round that last lap I was welling 
up seeing all those people on their 
feet. 

“What an unbelievable day and 
an unbelievable feeling. I’m so, so 
grateful.” 

The victory in his home race saw 
Hamilton equal Jim Clark and 
Nigel Mansell’s record for wins at 
Silverstone. 

He now leads Rosberg, who 
came home second, by 17 points 
in the drivers’ standings as he 
bids for back-to-back world titles. 

Brackley based Mercedes lead 


Ferrari by a mammoth 160 points 
in the constructors’ champion¬ 
ship and look almost certain to 
defend their team title. 

Mercedes head Toto Wolff said: 
“That was a pretty perfect race 
and a real team result. 

“We have to analyse what hap¬ 
pened at the start - the Williams 
cars got off the line like rockets 
and both our guys complained of 
poor grip. 

“After that, we had to stay close 
to the Williams and wait for the 
strategy window to open, we knew 
we could go longer than them on 
the tyres, so we made an aggres¬ 
sive early stop with Lewis and that 
jumped him into the lead.” 

Wolff said that Mercedes staff in 
Brackley had been sending 
through weather reports as the 
wet conditions approached. 

“In the end it came down to 
Lewis making a perfect call to 
box,” he said. “He got the inters 
and then just controlled the race 
from there.” 

The race was also notable for an 
unsuccessful fake pit stop attempt 
by Mercedes in the early going, 
which saw the team gather 


mechanics for a stop that would 
never happen in a bid to make 
Williams call in their drivers. 

Meanwhile, Silverstone based 
team Force India collected eight 
points with Nico Hulkenberg fin¬ 
ishing seventh to gain six and 
Sergio Perez coming ninth for 
two. 

Team Principal Vijay Mallya 
said: “To score eight points in our 
home race and strengthen our 
hold on fifth place in the champi¬ 
onship is a fantastic achievement. 

“Historically we’ve never been 
especially strong on the high¬ 
speed layout of Silverstone, but 
the updated VJM08 looked com¬ 
petitive in all weather conditions. 

“This track provides a tough test 
of a Formula One car so I’m opti¬ 
mistic we can keep up the momen¬ 
tum as we enter the second half of 
the season. 

“Both Nico and Sergio drove 
exceptionally well, they kept out 
of trouble and coped well with the 
changeable conditions.” 

Hulkenberg is ninth in the 
standings with Perez 12th. 

The season continues with the 
Hungarian Grand Prix on July 26.

Northants head coach David Ripley had 
complete faith in Muhammad 
Azharullah when the paceman was 
required to bowl a nerveless final over in 
the T20 Blast victory over Derbyshire on 
Sunday. 

The seamer’s superb final six balls gave 
the Steelbacks a three run win under the 
Duckworth/Lewis method in the North

Derbyshire needed nine runs to reach 
a revised target of 144 in 18 overs but 
Azharullah conceded only five and 
bowled Scott Elstone with the final ball 
to keep Northants in the chase for a 
quarter-final place. 

Josh Cobb top-scored with 48 in the 
Steelbacks’ total of 155-6 before heavy 
rain delayed the game by 90 minutes, 
and despite Wes Durston’s 60 from 39 
balls the Falcons lost their way against 
disciplined bowling from the visitors. 

“Azza has done it on several occasions 
for us,” said Ripley.

Northamptonshire, the 2013 winners 
of the competition, are now third in the 
table with the top four sides progressing 
to the quarter finals.

Stephen Myler insists he is not 
trying to compete against the 
other three fly-halves in 
England’s initial training squad 
despite there being a dream 
World Cup place up for grabs. 

Myler might have been part of a 
Northampton Saints side which 
finished top of the Aviva 
Premiership table but it is Bath’s 
George Ford and Saracens’ Owen 
Farrell that dominate the discus¬ 
sion of who should start at num¬ 
ber ten when England face Fiji on 
September 18 in the opening pool 
match. 

As expected, Myler does not view 
the situation in the same way but 
stated making the final 31-man 
squad in late August, and ulti¬ 
mately the starting XV, is not the 
priority. 

“George and Owen have a little 
bit more exposure than I have at 
this level but I have played against 
them and we are all working 
towards the same goal here,” said 
Myler. 

“We are not thinking ‘I’m com¬ 
peting against him and him’, we 
are trying to help the team and 
that is our role as a number ten. 

“We have to get the best out of 
the team and we listen to the 
coaches and how they want the 
game to be played and what we 
need to bring out of the players 


around us and out of ourselves. 

“We are trying to be the best we 
can be first and foremost individ¬ 
ually from a fitness point of view 
but we have a job to do for the 
team. That is my focus and I’m 
sure it is for the other lads.” 

The 30-year-old is part of a 
50-man training squad that will 
be cut down to 31 a few weeks 
before the competition. 

One suspects it would currently 
be a time of mixed emotions for 
the players whose places are 
uncertain - the excitement of 
what could be a life-changing 
tournament, combined with the 
nervousness of potentially miss¬ 
ing out. 

“Personally I’m not trying to 
think like that. I’m trying to think 
‘we are here and we are working as 
hard as possible to be in as good 
shape as we can and the end goal 
is England win the World Cup’,” 
added Myler. 

“Each player is pushing the guy 
next to him which will only make 
the squad stronger. Not everyone 
is going to be involved but you are 
not far away [from being includ¬ 
ed]. Unfortunately injuries hap¬ 
pen and people get called in - we 
have seen that at previous World 
Cups - and we are all striving 
towards the common goal. 

“There will be a few who are for¬ 
tunate to be selected in the final 
squad but that doesn’t mean eve¬ 
rybody else is despondent about

potentially not being able to. It is a 
huge opportunity to be involved 
in this [training squad] environ¬ 
ment first and foremost and you 
have to do what you can to con¬ 
tribute to it.” 

Northampton’s campaign fin¬ 
ished with a narrow play-off semi¬ 
final defeat to Saracens in May 
and despite finishing top of the 
Aviva Premiership table, Myler 
believes Jim Mallinder’s side 
didn’t reach top gear. 

Their chances of reaching that 
desired level have been boosted 
by the signing of Munster’s JJ 
Hanrahan but the arrival of the 
talented fly-half does not concern 
Myler, in fact it is the opposite. 

He said: “It certainly adds to the 
strength of our squad and our 


team. It is only a good thing. It is 
hard to play almost every minute 
of every game, especially this sea¬ 
son when there were a few niggles. 

“We have that strength in the 
squad with England and we also 
need it at club level and adding to 
the squad and getting players in 
my position only helps the squad 
to perform as well as it can on all 
fronts. 

“We are trying to compete in 
three or four competitions and it 
is only going to add to what we can 
do as a club.”

Toney to Toon?

Northampton Town could be set to 
lose teenage striker Ivan Toney to 
Premier League big boys Newcastle 
United. 

Speculation about the talented 
19-year-old moving on has been 
rife and Newcastle, now managed 
by former England boss Steve 
McClaren, have been linked with a 
£300,000 deal plus add-ons to take 
the youngster to the north-east. 

It seems unlikely that Toney 
would be used in the Toon’s first 
team side at this stage, with the 
Magpies’ development squad or a 
loan back down the leagues a likely 
scenario for the player should a 
move happen. 

Toney was close to joining 
Championship side Wolves last 
season but the deal collapsed at the 
11th hour. 

His stock rose considerably at the 
end of the 2013/14 season when he 
played a pivotol role in 
Northampton’s great escape from 
relegation to non-league football. 

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder opted 
to leave Toney out of his squad for 
Sunday’s 1-0 friendly victory at 
Sileby Rangers and admitted after 
the game that there had been inter¬ 
est in his player. 

However, the frontman returned 
for Tuesday night’s 5-2 victory over 
Worthing which formed part of the 
Cobblers’ pre-season training 
camp on the south coast. 

“There have been discussions and 
as we’ve said before Ivan is a very 
good young player who will attract 


interest,” said Wilder. 

“I will know more after speaking 
to the chairman but Ivan will be in 
Brighton with the rest of the squad.” 

Toney has scored 13 times in his 
Northampton career to date, from 
29 starts and 31 further appear¬ 
ances from the bench. 

He struck twice in the penulti¬ 
mate game of the 2013/14 season 
against Dagenham & Redbridge - a 
3-0 Cobblers victory - and then 
scored again in the 3-1 win over 
Oxford on the final day as Wilder’s 


charges secured safety and stayed 
up in League Two. 

Meanwhile, Wilder used the clash 
with Ryman League Division One 
South side Worthing to monitor 
three trialists, with former Yeovil 
strikers Gozie Ugwu and Sam 
Hoskins and ex AFC Telford defend¬ 
er Rod McDonald all featuring. 

Ugwu opened the scoring after 
five minutes but was replaced just 
four minutes later by Hoskins. 

Worthing levelled through Ben 
Pope, before Ricky Holmes and 


Hoskins netted to give the Cobblers 
a 3-1 half time lead. 

Before the break, Holmes saw a 
penalty saved after Jason Taylor 
was tripped in the area. 

In the second half, Marc Richards 
made it 4-1 before Omar Bugil con¬ 
verted from the spot for Worthing. 

Joel Byrom then completed the 
scoring for Northampton just over 
ten minutes from time. 

The Cobblers will conclude their 
Brighton-based tour with a clash at 
Burgess Hill Town on Saturday.
